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exe Have waited, for fome Time, in 
22 Expeétation of feeing the Difcourfe 
PY on PuBLick CorruPTion, by an 
able Hand, with which We were 
threaten’« by Mr. Walfingham, above 
} five Months ago, when the Sea/on 
of the Year fovuld render the Enquiry 
proper. 1 apprehend it to be pro- 
per at prefent, when We may ex- 
pest to fee the Bill, for preventing it, once more brought 
into Parliament. But, perhaps, the worthy Defign of 
this freatife is laid afide, for fome political Reafons, and 
the great Patron of Corruption may think proper to rely 
on another Kind of Argument However, I think my 
felf obliged to give the Publick that excellent Letter of 
Cato upon this Subject, which I promifed them, at the 
fame Time, as an Antidote to the ether, and which is, 
fndeed, a full Anfwer to moft of the late {candalous A- 
pologies for Corruption, ftanding Armies and dependent 
Parliaments.

«© When, in King Wi//iam’s Reign, the Queftion was 
« in Debate, whether Eng/and fhould be ruled by /fand- 
«* ing Armics, the Argument commonly ufed by fome, 
« who had the Preiumption to call themfelves Whigs, 
«¢ and own’d in the da//ancing Letter, (Suppofed to be 
*¢ written by oae, who gave the Word to all the reit) 
** was, that all Governments walt have their Periods one 
« Time or other; and when that Time came, all En- 
«6 deavours to preferve Liderty were fruitlefs ; and fhrewd 
s« Hints were given in that Letter, that Eng/and was re- 
* duced to fuch a Condition, that ovr Corrupticns were 
“ fo great, and the Diffvtisfa&ion of the People was fo

Courts ever got by Corruption, but to difaffect the 
«* People and weaken themfelves ? Let us now think of

enough in paft Adminifirations; let us try in This, 

‘* what publick Hone/fy will do ; and not condemn it be- 
fore we have fully praved it and found it ineffeétual ;

«s That We muft either receive the Pretender, or keep 
up great Armics tokeep Him out, is frightful and un- 
natural Language to Emy/i/> Ears. It is an odd Way 
of dealing with us, That of offering us, or forcing up- 
on us an A/ternative, where the Side, which they 
would recommend, is full as formidable as the Side, 
from which they would terrify us. If we are to be 
govern’d by 4rmies, it is all one to us, whether they 
“€ be Proteftant or Popifh Armies ; the Diftinétion is ridi- 
culous, like That between a good and a dad Tyranny. 
‘ We fee in Effet, that it is the Power and Arms of a 
Country, that forms and dircéts the Religion of a Coun- 
“ try; and I have before fhewn, that rue Re/ gion can- 
not fubfift, where ¢rwe Liberty does not. It was chief- 
ly, if not wholly, King ‘Jaines’s w/urpe2 Power, and 
‘ his many Forces, and not his being a Papiff, that ren- 
‘* der'd him dreadful to his People. Military Govern- 
ments are all alike ; nor does the Liberty and Property 
of the Subject fare a Bit the better or the worle for 
“« the Faith and Opinion of the So/diery. Nor does an 
arbitrary Protefant Prince ufe his People better than 
an ctbitrary Popifo Prince; and we have feen both 
** Sorts of them changing the Religion of their Country 
‘* according to their Lutt. 

‘« They are therefore ftupid Politicians, who would 
‘* derive Advantages from a Diftinétion, which is mani- 
“« fefily without a Difference. It is like, however, that 
they may improve in their Subtilties, and come, in 
time, to diftinguith between erupt Corruption and un- 
corrupt Corruption ; between a good tll Adminifration, 
ard an il] geod Adminifration ; between oppreJive Op- 
preffion, and unopprefive Oppreffion, and between French 
Dragoniag and Enzlifh Drazoaning ; for there is {carce 
any other new Pitch of Nowfenfe and Contrad tion 
left to fuch Mea, in their Reafoning upon publick Af- 
‘* fairs, and in the Part they aét in thein. 

“* Of a Piece with the reft, is the hupid Cunning of 
fome fort of Statefmen, and praétifed by molt foreign 
Courts, to blame the. poor People for the Milery they 
bring uponthem. They fay, they are extremely cor- 
rupi, and fokeep them ftarving and enflav’d by way of 
Protection. They corrupt them by all Manner of 
Ways and. Inventions, and then reproach them for be- 
ing corrupt. A whole Nation cannot be érited; and if 
its Reprefentatives are, i@* is not the Fault, but the Mif 
fortune, of the Nasion; atid if the Corrupt fave them- 
felves by corrupting others; the People, who fuiter by 
the Corruptious «f bth, at@to be pitied, and not a- 
‘ bufed. Nothing can be mdge fhamelefs and provoking, 
than to bring a Nation, by execrable Frauds aud Ex 

* fortions, againft its deily Proteftations and Remonttraa- 
ces, intoa miferable Pafs, and then father all thoie Vil- 
lanies upon the Peop'e, who would have gladly hang’d 
the authors of them. At Rome, the whole People 
could be entertained, featied and bribed ; but it is not 
fo elfewhcre, where the Pe-p/e are too numerous, and 
too far fpread, to be debauch’d, cajol’d and purchas’d ; 
and if any of their Leaders are, it is without the People’s 
Content. 

« There is fcarcé fuch a Thing wnder the Sin as 2 cor- 
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rupt People, where the Gowernment is uncorrupt.. 1 is 
That, and That alone, which makesthem fo ; and to 
calumniate them for what they do not feek, but fuffr 
by, is as great Inipudence, as it would be, to knock a 
«© Man down, and then rail at him for hurting bimielf. 
In what Inftances do the Peop/e, of any Country in 
the World, throw away their Money by Millicns, un- 
lefs by trufting it to Theft, who do io? Where do the 
People (end great Fleets, ata great Charge, to be fro. 
zen up it ove Climate, or tobe eaten out by Wort: an 
another 5 wniefs for their Trade end Advantage ? Where 
do the Peopie enter into mai Wars ageintl their Jnte- 
reft, or after vidturious ones make Peace, without flipu- 
lating for one new Alvantage for themfelmes ; but on 
the contrary, pay the Enemy for having beaten them ?

Yeflerday Se’nnight Sir Philip York, his Majefty’s At 
torney General, jreceived a Letter by the Penny Poft, da- 
ted two Days before, and figned A. B. C. demanding 
300 Guineas to be put ac a Place therein fpec'fied, and 
threatening, in Cafe of Failure, his Houfe fhould be fet 
on Fire in lefs than 24 Hours after, and that he him(felf 
fhould not long furvive it. 

His Majefty has fince, in order to bring the Offen- 
derto Jaftice, promifed his moft Gracious Pardon to any 
ene concerned, who fhall difcover, his Accomplice ; and 
as a farther Encouragement, his Majefly has been plea- 
fed to offer a Reward of 5001. to any one concerned 
on the above Condition ; or to any other Porfon who fhall 
apprehend any of the Perfons concerned, to be paid im- 
mediately after Conviétion out of his Majefly’s Exchequer. 

On Sunday in the Evening two Dometticls be!onging 
co the Right Hon. the Earl of Cliciterticld, arrived trom 
the Hague at his Lordfhip’s Houle in St. James's Square, 
to give the neceflary Orders for his Reception, his 
Lordthip being expeéted from thence about the Middle 
of next Week. 

Wednefday was held a Genera] Court of the South- 
Sea Compny, for laying before them the Accounts or- 
dered at the laft Meeting. 

Sir John Eyles acquainted the Court, that their Di- 
veftors had carefully examined the Accounts, and that 
they all agreed they were exaétly — ;

He 
therefore was of Opinion there should be a Committee 
of Inquiry. 

Sir John Eyles upon this faid they had prepared an 
Account of their extraordinary Receipts and Payments, 
which was afterwards read. 

Mr. Weymondfell got up, ard was for having the 
Court reft fatified with the Accounts, as laid before 
them by the Direétors. 

Mr. Wocdford then, among other Things, propofed, 
that the Bond, which might be in their Cathire’s*Hands 
fhould be cancelled, and that no new Bonds fhoald be 
coined without the Confene of a General Court; but 
did not defire a Reiolution thould be formed imiuedi- 
ately thereon, but hoped the Sub-Governor and Gentle- 
men ia the Dire€tion would confider what might be ad- 
vifeable to exe them of the Load of near two Milions 
in Bonds, aud moved to adjourn fora Fortuight ; which 
Motion was fupported by other Gentle nen.

He ac- 
quaiated the Court that there were 600,000 1 in “Bonds 
locked up, and was for puttixg off che Queftion fur a 
particular Adjournment, for that by their Charter an 
Half Yearly Court was to be held in March, when Gen- 
tlemen might enrer into the Confideration of thefe Matters. 

After fome Debate, it was agreed to adjourn to March, 
to confider the Srate of their Bonds. ‘Then the Court 
broke up.
